He, with another prospective 
nominee, Rollin O’Connell of 1278 
‘Montevideo, have ‘both -igsued 
statements that neither has made a 
firm decision as to whether they will 
complete filing. Curl lives at 1726 
Kingston Road. 

A third prospective candidate, 
who says he will not file is Benjamin 
Sergent of 137 Beal. 

Completing their filing are Wayne 
Bolger, former member of the 
Beautification Commission; Ed V. 
Jones, Placentia businessman and 
Virginia Farmer, a current Trustee 
of the Placentia Library District. 

Others who have taken out papers 
but have not completed the filing 
process include Don Holt, who ran 
for a city council seat two years ago;

‘But if we voted that in, we would 
immediately be at the top with no 
place for expansion. The other two 
or three cents would allow space to 
grow’’ Adams explained. 

Preparations for the ballot 
measure, which Orange Cougty 
Supervisors were expected to look at 
again Tuesday, are expected to 


include additional municipal input, 


thfough the California League of 
Cities, Orange County Section, 
Adams said. 

The target date to put the new 
taxing plan into effect would be July 
1, 1977, the day after Placentié’s 
present Paramedics contract with 
Orange County expires. 

The taxing authority would be for 
a two year period, Adams stated. 

The $6.7 million county-wide 
package would provide for the 
Paramedic training which is now 
carried out at the Orange County 
Medical Center and at Santa 
Ana-Tustin Community Hospital. 

If voters pass the measure, it is 
expected that the Paramedics would 
be governed by a large board made 
up of representatives from ll 
Orange County cities involved in the 
project. 

A Paramedics team according to 
current planning could be stationed 
for every 60,000 residents, regard- 
less of city boundaries, with each 
citizen paying the same amount for 
the service. An estimated 30 
Paramedic units is expected to be 
required. 

Placentia is currently receiving 
Orange County fire and paramedic 
service under a one year, seven 
month contract which tallied up to 
$1,001,239, and expires June 30, 
1977. 

Citizens absorb all the cost 
generally with no fee charged for 
uses as is done in some cities. 

The city of Placentia first 
contracted for Paramedic service 
starting July 1, 1975 with a price tag 
of $61,00 for the first year. The cost 
has since been incorporated into the 
overall fire-paramedics county 
contract.

Approaching the principals’ 
dilemma, Bowman also pointed out 
that youngsters in an attendance 
area, rarely come in a convenient 
size of 60, therefore necessitating 
combining grades in one room to 
avoid illegal class sizes. 

Attendance at Brookhaven, where 
no building is now in progress is 
dropping. 

‘‘What I’m worried about is that 
the schools get out of balance and 
the educational program at the real 
small school will start to suffer. We 
know other areas in Southern 
California where this is already 
happening. 

“What we're trying to do is get 
through the hump of the next three 
years,’’ Bowman outlined. ‘‘Each 
school will have an eventual size of 
about 600.’’ 

Half day sessions also were 
mentioned in the dialogue. 

“*Sierra Vista has two portables. 
We’re badly in need of them in the 
east as soon as we can get them out 
of there,’’ Bowman expanded on 
another problem. 

““We are going to be in dire need 
of two elementary schools in the fall 
of 1977. If we buy portables it 
decreases the square footage. If 
you lease them, it comes out the 
education fund,’’ Bowman 
explained the dilemma. 

Questions and suggestions from 
the audience included: ‘‘Why does it 
have to be the people who are 
established versus the new people? 
Can’t you bus the new area to the 
other school?’’ 

‘‘What is the difference of the 
quality at Sierra Vista and 
Brookhaven?’’ A Brookhaven tea- 
cher responded: ‘‘Where I am there 
are three teachers and 96 students.”’ 

“I would call this an adjustment 
for youngsters who have come out of 
classrooms of 30 that are completely 
self contained,’’ a parent answered. 


Parent: ‘‘Is there any way the 
upper grades can stay at least their 
last year?’’ 

Another: ‘‘Take the Fullerton 
people out!”’ 


Parent: ‘‘You have people coming 
into an area who are not established 
in a school district. If you are going 
to uproot anybody, the logical thing 
would be to send them to 
Brookhaven rather than uproot a 
bunch of people who are 
established.”’ f 

Parent: ‘‘Why doesn’t the school 
district standardize_the quality of 
education t1roughout the district?’’ 

Committee member: ‘‘I have 
spent three years on this committee 
and it’s the first time I have ever 
seen so many people in the 
audience! We’re trying to do our 
best.’’ 

The problems were equally 
ponderous for the Van Buren 
parents, whose youngsters on 
graduation, would not proceed to 


Bernardo Yorba Junior High School 


and Esperanza High, which are 
overcrowded but would take up slack 
at Kraemer Junior High School and 
Valencia High School. 

Bowman explained to this group 
“We in this area; then we 
went stagnant for about 18 months 
and then it really started. This does 
not include the Upper K Ranch or 


the Dominguez Ranch (in Yorba 
Linda). We don’t have any figures 
on that.’’ 

“We're going to build a new 
junior high school, new high school 
and six elementary schools in the 
eastern section within the next five 
years. 

Bowman explained that young- 
sters in Anaheim, east of Imperial 
Highway are already being bused 
‘*because Glenknoll (Elementary) is 
completely saturated. We are 
considering adding to the Van Buren 
attendance area and taking away 
from Glenview and Orchard 
(elementary schools) because of the 
heavy saturation.”’ 

Bowman further added: ‘‘If they 
pull the (oil) wells, this entire area is 
ripe for subdivision!’’ 


Parent:‘‘Why don’t you take the 
people in the new homes and bus 
them over to the new area. There are 
people here who have suffered for 
six years. We really are pawns of 
this committee...when you start 
tampering with the boundary 
lines.’’ 

Bowman further explained that 
the Van Buren students would stay 
at Kraemer and Valencia until the 
fourth high school is built. 

Parent: ‘‘ Will anything be done to 
increase the standard of education 
that comes out of Kraemer?’’ 

Another: ‘“‘I’d rather stay at 
Yorba...but if I had to move I'd 
rather go to Tuffree.”’ 

Bowman also. outlined that 
students east of Fairmont between 
La Palma and Esperanza, will be 
bused to Golden Elementary first 
through third grades; kindergarten, 
fourth, fifth and sixth will be bused 
to Orchard and students from the 
housing developments east of the 
new Placentia City Hall will be 
bused to Wagner Elementary 
School. 

One Van Buren parent expressed 
her concern. ‘‘I have a boy who will 
be a senior at Esperanza. He would 
stay. But my daughter then would be 


at Valencia. One in one school and — 


one in the other.”’ 

‘The football games should really 
be neat!’’ another parent added. 

Mrs. Bonnie Korn, Yorba Linda 
one of the Van Buren parents asked: 

“Could you consider closing 
Bernardo Yorba and Esperanza to 
any new students from any new 
constructed area, and busing those 
students into Kraemer and Valencia 
or to any school where facilities are 
available, leaving the children who 
are already attached to Girl Scouts, 
Boy Scouts, Little League in the 
Yorba area and taking those children 
who are not yet established and 
busing them?”’ 

Bowman also pointed out that the 
district, which is now at. an 
enrollment figure of 16,931 is 
expected to grow to 35,000 students.

AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF PLACENTIA 
AMENDING CERTAIN SECTIONS OF CHAPTER 2.36 TO TITLE 2 OF THE 


PLACENTIA MUNICIPAL CODE, ENTITLED 


‘MUNICIPAL ELECTION 


CAMPAIGN CONTRIBUTION AND EXPENDITURE CONTROL”. 


The City Council of the City of Placentia does ordain that Sections 2.36.010, 
2.36.050, and 2.36.070 of Chapter 2.36 of Title 2 of the Placentia Municipal Code are 
amended and shall read in full as follows 

2.36.010 Intent and Purpose 

(a) It is the intent of the City Council in enacting this Chapter to place realistic and 
enforceable limits on the amount individuals may contribute to political campaigns 
in municipal elections as well as limit the amount which a candidate can expend on 
his campaign to be elcted to municipal office for the purpose of preventing the 
exercise by campaign contributors of potential undue or improper influence over 
elected officials and to insure against a candidate being elected to office based 
primarily on the amount he expended on his campaign. The City Council finds that 
municipal elections are municipal affairs and consequently a charter city is not 
preempted by general state law from requiating expenditures in local elections 

(b) This Chapter is a supplemental regulation to the Political Reform Act of 1974 
as permitted by California Government Code Section 81013. —~—— 

(c) This Chapter requires the filing of certain state code forms modified to reflect 
additional information described in this Chapter. The purpose of the modified forms 
is to allow a single form which will satisfy the requirements of both the City and 
State. 

2.36.050 Campaign Statement 

(a) Statements Required. Each candidate for municipal pubtic office shall file as a 
public record with the City Clerk three verified statements at times hereinafter 
required. Such filing shall supplement, those filings required by California 
Government Code Sections 81000 to 91000. Such statements shall list required 
contributions and the final statement shall list all total expenditures occurring 
during a campaign for municipal public office 

(b) Campaign Statement Contents 

(1) Each campaign statement shail contain the following contributions 

(A) Made by a candidate to his own campaign, including date made and 
amount; 

(B) Made by named persons if the amount is ten dollars ($10.00) or more, 
name of the contributor, address, amount and date made; 

(C) Made anonymously if the amount is ten dollars ($10.00) or more 
including date made and amount 

(2) The final campaign statement shal! 

(A) Itemize expenditures in detail giving the person to whom paid, amount 
paid and for what purpose; 

(B) If the total campaign expenses do not exceed two hundred dollars 
($200.00), the candidate may file a declaration under penalty of perjury certifying 
that less than two hundred dollars ($200.00) was expended and no detailed 
statement is then required; 

(C) Times for filing shall be as f ws: 

(i) Forty (40) days prior to the election. The closing date for this statement 
shall be forty-three (43) days prior to the election 
(il) Twelve (12) days prior to the election. The closing date for this 
statement shall be (15) days prior to the election 
* (ill) Sixty-five (65) days after the election, the closing date for this 
statement shall be fifty-eight (58) days after the election 
2.36.070 Emergency Clause 

The Ordinance codified herein shall take effect as an emergency measure 
immediately upon its adoption by the City Council in that the Ordinance codified 
herein is necessary for he preservation of the public peace, health or safety, and the 
Ordinance codified herein relates directly to an election. This Chapter creates 
serious, overlapping obligations for public officials and those running for public 
office and the immediate election to be held requires that public officials and those 
running for office be given notice of the effect of this measure

Such terms shall be staggered with the term of two members of the commission 
expiring each year. The seventh member shal! be a high school student who shall be 
appointed for the term of one year commencing July 1st each year. Each member 
shall serve until his successor. is appointed and qualified. Of the members first 
appointed, any combination of one, two, three or four year terms may be used to 
obtain the maximum staggered terms. (Ord. 68-0-126 & 1 (part(, 1968: Prior Code 
2:21). 

SECTION 2.16.050 is hereby amended to read as follows: 

OFFICERS - MEETINGS GENERAL - RECORDS. The Recreation and Parks 
Commission shall hoid at least one regular meeting each month on the second 
Monday of each month for the transaction of its business. The City Administrator 
shall designate a City employee to act as Secretary who shall keep a record of its 
proceedings and transactions. This record shall be a public record. All meetings of 
the Recreation and Parks Commission shail be open to the public pursuant to the 
rules adopted by the commission. The Recreation and Parks Commission, in July of 
each year, shail elect a Chairman and Vice Chairman from members of the 
commission for a term of one year. (Prior Code 2-24). 

SECTION 2.16.060 is hereby amended to read as follows: 

SPECIAL MEETINGS. Special meetings of the commission may be called at any 
time by the Chairman or by four Members of the commission by written notice 
served on each member of the commission at least twenty-four hours before the time 
specified for the proposed meeting. At any special meeting, the power of the 
commission to transact business shall be limited to matters referred to in such 
notice. (Prior Code 2-25).

Bright 
posters bearing such slo- 
gans as ‘‘Read_ with 
Speed,’’ ‘‘Tune Up Your 
Reading’ and “Be a 
Winner--Read’’ decorate 
the double classroom, and 
oil cans have been put to a 
variety of uses around the 
room. 

“Out lab is equipped 
with ( matérials to help 


students in all areas and 
levels of reading,’’ Mrs. 
Sellers explained. ‘‘Teach- 
ers surveyed all kinds of 
materials and selected the 
most usadle in such skills as 
listening, phonics, vocab- 


/ 


ulary, increasing eye span 
and comprehension.’’ 

Many of the materials are 
created by Mrs. Sellers to fit 
individual needs of stu- 
dents. She has devised 
several |board games on the 
racing theme which can be 
used by students to drill on 
varied skills.
